The application has been amended as follows: 
In claim 1 , line 9, "organic nitrates" and "inorganic nitrites" were deleted. 
In claim 4, line 1 , "organic nitrate" was replaced with "N-0 additive". 
In claim 5, line 1, "inorganic nitrite" was replaced with "N-0 additive". 
Claim 28 has been cancelled. 

In claim 30, line 1 , "inorganic nitrite" was replaced with "N-0 additive". 

EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the instant 
claims are allowable over the prior art of record, because the prior art is silent to an 
electrochemical cell comprising a non aqueous electrolyte with 9i) a solvent selected 
from the group consisting of acyclic ethers, cyclic ethers, polyethers, and sufons; (ii) a 
lithium salt; and (iii) an N-0 additive selected from potassium nitrate, cesium nitrate,

barium nitrate, ammonium nitrate, nitropropane, nitrobenzene, dinitrobenzene, 
nitrotoluene, dinitrotoluene, nitropyridine, nitrobutanes and dialkyl imiazolium. 

Visco et al. U.S. pat. 5,822,812 teaches an electrochemical cell comprising an N- 
O additive such as LiN0 3 . However, Visco does not teach an N-0 additive selected 
from the additives above.
